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Hutterite Deal Investigated 


Haslam Award To

An investigation into the apparent 
operation of an unofficial colony in the 
Brant district by the Rock Lake Hut- 
terian Brethren of Wrentham will be 
conducted by the Alberta Communal 
Property Control Board, according to a 
statement made last weekend by E. F. 
Breach, chairman of the Board. 

The promised investigation follows a 
letter of complaint from 25 residents of 
the Brant district, alleging that a new 
colony has been established on a 6,000 
acre block of land in that district, des¬ 
pite the Board’s earlier refusal of per¬ 
mission for the establishment of such a 
colony. The land has since been purchas¬ 


ed in the names of six individual mem¬ 
bers of the Rock Lake colony and other 
members of the colony have since moved 
onto the land. 

The formal complaint by residents of 
the Brant district was made after the 
government intimated that no action 
would be taken unless complaints were 
received from the residents of the dis¬ 
trict, although the Communal' Property 
Control Act states that no new Hutterite 
colonies will be set up, either as separate 
colonies or to be operated in conjunction 
with existing colonies, without the ap¬ 
proval of the Control Board.

A light vote of just over 20% 
was recorded when Vulcan voters 
went to the polls on October 14 to 
elect two town councillors and the 
town's representative on the 
school committee.

Someone is injured every five 
minutes. The annual toll in property damage each 
year reaches a higher level. 

Many automobile accidents occur at night and on 
weekend trips. The All Canada Insurance Federation, 
representing more than 220 competing Canadian fire, 
automobile and casualty insurance firms, recom¬ 
mends these rules for night driving. 

1. Do not drive when over-tired. Stop for coffee 
or a short nap. 

2. Do not rely on “wake up” pills. Their effects 
are sometimes unsafe. 

3. In general, drive slower than you would dur¬ 
ing the daytime when visibility is good. 

4. Keep a special watch for pedestrians in dark 
clothing.
